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On ilarch 27, 1950, Confidential Informant T-14i known re- 
liability, stated that while he was on Officers' Reserve Duty in the Soviet 
Army, he was Executive Vice-President oljj^ANKO — DfPORT, and by the end of 
1933* he had completad the job to which 'he had been assigned# He was then 
appointed president oi>^JT0-«0T0-£XP0RT in January, 1934* He described the 
latter as a Soviet corporation formed by the Soviet Ministry of Foreign 
Trade for the export of automobiles, motors, and airplanes# The export of 
autcjnobiles was quite open and legal* The corporation also dealt in the ex- 
port of armament transactions, which was its illegal trade* He said formerly 
the Soviet Government exported armaments for either money or under a lend- 
Icase arrangement by each of three ministries, namely, War Ministry, Ministry 
of Industry, and Ministry of Foreign Affairs* Each of these tliree ministries 
had a small group to handle the export of armaments* 

It was decided by the Politboro about the end of 1933 to combine 
the functions of these three ministries in one organisation and place them 
under the Ministry of Foreign Trade* This informant said that in the Ministry 
of Foreign Trade, there was an export trust, one bureau of which was called 
Auto-ttoto-Export* To give a legal cover to the sale or lend-lease, two main 
branches were formed* One was calle^S^to-Kontora to continue the legal trade*

the export of arms was brought in frem the three other ministries* 

This Informant said thabN«^06£l'IG€LZ, the Commissar of Foreign Trade, 
told him that upon the reccmmendatioihof the Soviet Aiwy, he had been 
appointed president of Auto-Moto-Export, This Informant related that one 
transaction involved the deliveiy of aimaments to the Turkish Govenunent under 
a loan of ten million gold dollars loaned without interest for twenty years* 

The contract was signed by the Turkish Ambassador Vassyf - Bey and this infor- 
mant* 


Informant stated in China at that time, Pussia had placed a puppet 
in charge of the government in Sinkiang* The Soviet Army General Staff fur- 
nished this informant with the senior officers to work in Auto-Moto-Export* 

He said that Auto-Moto-Export had a representative who was attached to the 
Chinese Comiminist Army in Sinkiang* During this period, this infonnant was in 
frequent contact with the War Ministry and with General I. Berzin, chief of the 
Soviet Army Intelligence, who was this Informant's foimer senior officer on the 
Soviet General Staff* 
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- This Informant also »et in Moscow with 'vthg) Soviet Military . 

^ ^|hftpiiMSags ■geht who was resident in China, name^(lUXiIKOV« MALIKOV was 
formerly the Soviet Military Attache in China ma had been in the school 
of the General Staff with the informant from 1920 to 1924« Informant 
over a period of months discussed with General E£S2IN’ and MALIKOV the 
Chinese situation as it effected Auto-Moto-Sxport. Sometime in 1935, 
General BEKZIN had a conversation Tdth this Informant, at which time 
BIRZIN asked him what his plans were to sell trucks and also open branches 
from Manchuria to Southern China# BERZIN was interested in this because 
he needed a legal cover for his espionage agents and he wanted this 
Infoimant to open up branches throughout China and make available to BERZIN 
the facilities of Auto-iloto-Export# This Infornant told him that it 
would be quite complicated and he asked BERZIN if he had any other 
facilities* Informant recalls that BERZIN then told him not to worry, 
as "We have the organization there already* We have for our people an 
organization which provides an ideal place for our network"* This 
Informant does not recall whether BERZIN said that the Russians organized 
it or developed it, but BERZIN said the organization was called 
Institute of Pacific Relations" and it was the "basis for our network in 
China"* ■ 


This Informant said by “network", BERZIN meant a network of 
Russian Intelligence, which usually consisted of foreigners, 
and it was their experience in China that if you were American, Ekiglisb 
or Eirencb, that such dtizpnsbips were the most effective* 

Informanw said that it was his impression that the Institute of 


Pacific Relations was some kind of an organization which had branches 
everywhere, that it was operated for Soviet Military Intelligence, only,- 
and that it was used by them' alone. BERZIN said that it would be- good 
to have these storehouses of Auto-^efoto^xport in China to use in an extreme 
condition* This Informant stated that BERZIN wanted to have a certain 
space allotted to Soviet Military Intelligence in the Auto-Moto-Export - 
Warehouses which would contain armaments that would be earmarked for^; 
them* This informant understood that BERZIN wished this to be available 
to his intelligence organization in the event of a general uprising or armed 


revolt in China* 


This Infoimant continued that BERZIN discussed "how people work 
for us*" He stated, "Many people go abroad for a Chamber of Commerce, a 
reseach commission or a trade commission* You get a man with a passport, 
a knowledge of languages and a good education* You first have him write 
an economic report on conditions in China, and then you follow that with a 
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"research in Mongolia, and the individual gets expenses and his salary. 
Then you assign the individual a theme, sli^tly touching on intelligence* 
Some of these people don't bother to inquire about this, and they work full- 
hearted because they are liberal or Communist-influenced* Some become

At that time BERZIN mentioned the 
fact to this Infomant that the two most promising and most brilliant young 
men that the Soviet Military Intelligence had in the Institut^e of Pacific 
Relations in China were OWEN LATTIMORE and 'iFOSEra BARNES* , This Informant 
believed that the reason BERLIN told him this ■'Concerning^ liATTIlOHE and 
BARNES was that he wished to place him in contact with them in the event 
he went to China. This Informant said that he did not go to China, and so 
he had no further contact with m Inj 3 titut.e of_ Pacific Relations or 
BARNES or LATTIMORE* 

This Informanb stated in^937, ha defected from the Soviet 
Gcvernment Service and he met WALTHt^'s^MVITSKI in Paris, France, at which 
time he had a conversation with KRIVITSKY concerning KRIVITSKT*s knowledge 
of Soviet Intelligence operations in the U* S« KRIVITSKT, among other 
things at this time, told this Informant that the Institute of Pacific 
Relations was being used successfully as a cover in the U. S, by Soviet 
Military Intelligence, also that it was operating in the U* S* at that 
time and was "going strong." 
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Confidential Tnfonnant T of knoim reliability, has a 
general recollection that individuals she knew in Europe were engaged in 
Soviet Military Intelligence, and came to the U. S. on assignment 
which utilized the cover of* the In^titjjtp_qf_Pacific„Belations* This 
Informant did not recall specifically the identity of these individuals 
except that they were not Russian nationals, but held passports such as 
French and Italian* 

This InrormMut also had a recollection that whan in Moscow, 
of being told about Soviet Military Inbelligence Agents who had been 
sent to the U. S. utilizing the cover of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations* This Informant stated that the information in her possession 
was not specific because of the fact that she had long ago forgotten the

to China on funds obtained fror« the Institute of Pacific Relations, In the 
early sunimer of 1935 he met L/iiTDiOiu" in the bliensi PrcHnce of China, For 
sane weeks informant lired near lii-TlLnOil and occasionally took trips v.lth him* 
During this time they' had many political discussions. Informant stated that 
at this time ha, himself, although he had broken with the Communist Party, 
had an "ambivalent" attitude toward the So^.'iet System, believing that it 
I contained some hope for the betterment of the world, Inforr:,ant stated that

Infonuaut stated that djxunL, the x-eriofi cf the Ibzi-Goviot 
Fact from 1939 to 1941, he occasionally mob and chatted vdth LATTElorr' and 
dlsco'/crcd that LATIE^ORR was very much disturbed by this develcprent and 
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shaken in his faith in Russia. He does not recall having discussed the Russian 
attack on Finland Yiith LATTB'ORE, but states that at a later date -when ha 
charged LATTE'CRR "with being pro-Soviet, L\TTEiORE cited the fact that he had 
denounced Russ' a;i aggression against Finland and had made some public pronounce- 
ment or put himself on record in some way in this regard. Informant was unable ■ 
to give any information as to the possible location of such a statement on 
public record. 

Informant continued that after the invasion of Russia by the 
Goman Army in 1941, whatever doubts LATflLiORE had were ap:>arently dissipated 
and he again adopted a consistent pro-Scvi?t attitude. Informant described 
the period in riisso-American rolatior^s follovdng the Russian entry into the 
r,ar as "a honey.ioon ^.^eilod" and felt tlxit it was undoubtedly due to this that 
LAfTILJORS was recommended to the Chinese Nationalist Govemment by the American 
Government to act as personal advisor to CHIANG ?CAI-.9HEK. Subsequently he 
became head of the Far East Division of the Office of T^ar Information at San 
Frai cisco and in 1944 accoropanied foimei* W.ca President HENRyt^^LLACE on a tidp 
to Russia, Siberia and Mongolia, 

Infonnant stated that hr had hoard from an official who replaced 
LATir-.10RE as head of CVd at ban Francisco LA.T TILlOi'Ua had "loaded" the staff 

of Cbl at Sc.n Francisco with Communist sympathirers and that there had been a 
good deal of difficulty wfeeding thsm out. 

According to informant, when lATTHliORE returned from his trip 
to Russia and Mongolia with KEOY ‘iVAIi/.CE, his attitude had stiffened to the 
extent that he vfould suffer no criticism of Soviet policies and broke off his 
personal relationship with the infonnant because the iufoimant had a decided 
anti-Soviet feeling. He recalled tliat shortly after his return from the 'JALLiCE 
trip, LATi’B'CFE gave a lecture at Col'jmbia University on conditions in Japan 
in which he adopted the Uornmunist line th^ t the United States lt d no real 
in+crest in Japan frera an economic or militaiy vie /.point and should get out 
as soon as possible. It r.7's about this time tUit inforctint, in a /■onversation 
with LAT 'liiL'lx, strongly attj*ckrd wt'ist he considered to be the consistent 
Communist viev-pioint of former editor of "TJie Co-r.pass", at which 

time UiTIEiOri; became quite angry and said he would not counttni:nce criticism 
of his close friends. 

Oil the last occasion when informant had personal contoct with 
lATfl/flGRE, LATrEiORE v/as employed at Johns Hopkins University at baltimore. 
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Tyils Tfras soinetijns in "tlis fsll of 1945> snd at thas tiino LA.TTiiiiOFK advised the 
informant that most of Ms friends had "leftist or pro-^issian"sympathies and 
that it vas unpleasant rhen other persons of tds acquaintance took a strong 
anti-Scviet stard in their presence. Informant stated that in an elaborate 
and ambiguous '.Tay LA.Tm;GPJS rras apparently notifying liim that their personal 
relationship must cease.

informant, LiVrTB'ORt'S columns dealing with his trip to Czechoslovakia after 
the Communist coup in that country, definitely reflected a pro-Communist slant. 


According to the informant, LATIxfOir^ wrote articles for ONA in 
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fairs ”, a quarterly magazine published by the Institute of Pacific Rgjl&tions, 


superficial, and befeels positive that at that time LATTIMORE was not a 
Communist hut was "completely naive politically".

The Informant e^^lained lATTIMORE iras born in the United States 
and at about four years of age ts&s taker, t'' China, where his father was a 
doctor missionary who worked in the northwestern part of Chir.a* He said 
LA.TTBroRE spoke Chinese more fluently than most natives and also included in 
his canmand of foreign languages neighboring dialects of northwestern China* 

The Informant stated further that when he met LA.TTIM0R3, LiTTIMOEE 
was connected with a coinmercial house in Tientsin, China, and was engaged in 
trading in furs, hides, and wool. Later, according to I^ormant, LiTTIldOKE 
drifted away from this business and became attached to th^>JijJort h China Star" 
and other publications in China* It was during this period, around the middle 
twenties, that LA.TTIMORE made several trips through northwestern China, in- 
cluding Mongolia and Informant recalled that there was comment by persons who 
knew him in China indicating that It was remarkable that LATTB50EE was able to 
finance such trips, which were verj" expensive. It was rumored at the time that 
he was being financed by publications for which he was writing although the 
amount spent seemed to be out of line with the funds that ware generally ^ 
allocated by publications* 

Informant continued that LA.TTIMORE was also engaged In free lance 
work in northwestern China and it was during these trips that he wrote articles 
concerning the country, the articles being illustrated by photographs which 
ULTTIWOPE's wife took. 

The Informant further stated that around 1933 or 1934 lATTBiORE 
returned to the United States and in looking for a job he was employed by 
FREDETiICK VANDSFlBIL^f'^^^ID, who was then the dominating factor in the Institute 
of Pacific Relations* lATTIMORE, according to the InfomaJit, continued with the 
Institute of Pacific Rrf.ations until 1941# when he secured the position as a<i- 
vlsor to CHLANG KAI-SHEK* According to the Informant, who was advised by !.tae* 
CHIANG, the appointment of LATTH'CRE was forced on CHIANG by President ROOSEVELT, 
Continuing, the Informant said that LSne* CHIAI'JG had advised him that LATTIMORE 
was antagonistic to CHIANG KAI-SHEK* 
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The Informant further advised that LATTB'.ORE subsequently re- 
turned to the United States to be employed by the Office of Wax Information. 

This Informant further advised that he did not believe that 
LATTKORE wa^^jMj^jfij^^^h^Consnunis t Party. He said that LATTIMORE, when 
he knew ^ was a believer in the resurgence of Russia 

as a world of colonial peoples. The Informant 

went on to explain that LATTB50RE, having been raised in northwestern China, 
considered that part of the world to be his nation in the same way that an 
immigrant to the United States from a foreign country feels a sympathy for 
his native land. Informant went on to explain that northwest China had been 
persecuted by the Chinese people end had looked to Russia, even before the 
Communist revolution, for protection.

He does not recall FIELD snylng that LATTIMOSE 
was a member of the Comiiiunlst Party, but he does remember that FIELD and 
STACHEL and 3R0VTDER all referred to LAMIKOEE as a Comrade or a Comniunist , 
and it was apparent to BTJDEi'TZ that they all knew that LATTIliORS was a ’ 
Coiaiuniat, B'JDEi^Z stated that he first heard about publicizing the idea 
that the Chinese Communist Movement was In reality the Agrarian Reform 
Movement in 1937, and ho understood that this Idea originally came from 
.EARL BRO'OSR. Ee added that it was his recollection that the actual campaign 
to sell this Idea to the public did not go into effect for a number of years 
after 1937. 

BUDEN2 recalled that on at least a fev' occasions FSE’JERICir 7ATIIJERBILT 
FIELD in reporting to the Political Committee on the activities of LA^Tli'OHE 
hid stated that he had some differences with LATTL'ORE concerning policy.

Mr. K0tn3EH0 advised that in 1943 he was chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Board of Directors of the American Bureau for Medical 
Aid to China and as such he made a trip to China to investigate the financing of 
the work of the Committee* On this trip Mr* KOHLBERG said he received Information 
to the effect that the United States Lend Lease war materials were not being used 
by the Chinese Nationalists, but were being stored by them for use against the 
Chinese Communists after the termination of the war with Japan, 


Mr* KOHLBERG stated that this rumor was the basis for an in- 
dependent investigation by him, which resulted in his questioning Brigadier 
Geners^sARMS, who was a member of General STILLWELL'S staff in China and in 
charge' o^ a Chinese infantry training school for General _STI UNWELL* Mr* 
KOHLBERG questioned General ARMS concerning this rumor and the General told him 
that as of that time the United States Government had not supplied any armament 
to the Chinese Nationalist Army, but that they were trying to supply the in- 
fantry and artillery schools first with materials. 

When Mr, KOHLBERG returned to the United States he learned that 
the Institute of Pacific. Relations was "putting out" this same false propaganda 
about the hoarding of armaments by the Chinese Nationalists* 


Mr* KOHLBERG stated that in 1944 he analyzed the publications of 
the Institute of Pacific Relations for the prior seven years and he also read 
"New Masses" for the same seven year period* Mr* KOHLBERG said he found the same 
"switches" in the line relating to material and political matters* 

By way of illustration, he said that in 1935 the Communists 
adopted the United Front Policy Toward China and from 1937 to 1939 they adopted 
a Trojan Horse Policy and gave a favorable picture of CHIANC KAI-SHEK* After the 
Soviet Nazi attack the Institute of Pacific Relations and the Communist Press were 
hostile to CHIANG KAI-SHEK, hut after the invasion of Russia by Germany in June, 
1941, they were most praiseworthy of CHTANG KAI-SHEK*

connections which he has nourished for many years among Chinese communities 
abroad, including those in the United States, 
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"Chinese in the United States come almost exclusively from a few 
localities on the coast of China, practically every one of which is now occupied 
by the Jaoanese. Thus these Chinese in America have both family connections and 
financial investments which are under the control of the Japanese, and because 
of his years of political organising woric "Wang Ching*wei knows all of these 
connections and can apply pressure through thenu 


"On the other side there is a special organization within the 
Kuomlngtang or Chinese Nationalist Party at Chungking which is charged with 
maintaining political and financial connections with Chinese overseas* This 
Overseas Bureau also has a detailed knowledge of the Chinese communities in 
America and is able to apply pressure* Thus, there is a very intense conflict 
going on every day in every Chinatown in America between the Wang Ching-wei 
agents and those of the Kuomintang, It must be remembered that while the 
Kuomintang is able to operate in a private way as a political party among Chinese 
residents in America, it is also the party wldch 'owns* the Chinese Government 
and is thus able to make use of Chinese Government agencies* 


"Thirdly, there are numerous Chinese in America who are politically 
unaffiliated* There are of course Communists but they have neither the money 
nor the organization of the Wang ChingHrrei and Kuomintang groups* The genuinely 
unaffiliated Chinese are a curious compound product of Chinese politics and the 
American environment* They tend to be intensely loyal to China as a country, 
without conceiving that the Kuomintang or any other political organization has a 
monopoly right to control of their thoughts and actions* ^hey are like Americans; 
they like to give their political allegiance^ not to have it demanded of then* 
They are reluctant to support a regimented series of causes laid down for them 
under orders; like Americans, they often give moral and financial support to a 
scattered number of causes some of which may even conflict with each other to a 
certain extent* 


"^he conflict between the Wang_Ching-wai organizing group and the 
Kuomintang organizing group in America can not' Se" fought out in the open* Both 
sides have very good reasons for not courting publicity* Each is anxious to 
bring into its fold asnnny of the unaffiliated Chinese as possible* Each is also 
anxious not to be exposed as an 'Un-American* organization or a foreign political 
group working on American soil* Both of them accordingly find it very good 
tactics, not only to cover up themselves but to put pressure on those whom they 
are trying to bring under their control, to accuse unaffiliated Chinese of being 
Ccmraunists. This is an accusation which covers up the accuser at the same time 
that it puts pressure on the accused. 
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"One qf the outstanding rallying points of the unaffiliated Chinese 
in America is theS^w Ch ina Daily News i n N ew York » This is controlled by an 
organization of laubdiTmeni*” I understand that”the shareholders number two or 
three thousand and that they take an active interest in the newspaper* The 
essential thing about these laundryaen is that in the nature of their business 
they are independent small business men# This means that they are on the 
onehand fairly well insured against Communist ideology, since the small business 
man of whatever nationality is likely to be a man who has made his way by his 
own initiative and enterprise and is therefore extremely suspicious of collectivist 
economic theories* On the other hand these Chinese small business proprietors 
- are reluctant to submit themselves unquestioning ly to the control of the vested 
interests which have grown up in China in association with the dominant Kuomlngtang, 
The Tew China Daily News would probably not come under much pressure if it were 
not for tlie fact that it Is one of the best edited Chinese papers in America with 
a growing circulation* It does not need to be subsidized or supported by a patron 
like many, perhaps the majority of Chinese papers. It pays dividends on its own 
merits. A number of Chinese language papers in America receive subsidies from 
the Kuomingtang* At least two, and perhaps three, receive subsidies from the 
Wang. Ching-vrei group. One or two others trace back to the group within the 
Kuomintang, which was at one time headed by the late Hu Han-min, a leader of a 
right-wing faction within the Kuomintang, group, though once re« 

garded as right-wing conservatives, are now reg’^dea irNlIiina as 'old-fashioned 
liberals'—* liberal, so to speak, short of the New Deal, They are less bitterly 
involved in Chinatown politics than the Wang Ching-wel and Kuomintang groups. 

The two latter, idiich are engaged in handing out carefully colored news and 
doctored editorial policies, are intensely jealous of and hostile to an unaffiliated 
paper like the New China Daily News which, so to speak, flaunts its sins by being 
so readable that the Chinese public in America buys it for its own sake, 

"It would be rash to say that there are no Communists connected with 
the New China Daily News. Here it is necessary to consider another peculiarity 
of the politics of Chinese living out of China, These Chinese are far from being 
tied to the chariot wheels of Moscow; but when it comes to resisting the trend 
toward totalitarian regimentation within China they are often willing to support 
parts of the program advocated by the Chinese Communists within China, This is so 
much a part of the pattern of politics of Chinese living out of China that it is 
not uncommon to find wealthy men, even millionaires, supporting the pr-pgrem of tha 
Chinese Communists in whole or in part. This was, for instance, conspicuous in 
Malaya before the fall of ^ngapore, ^^or such prosperous and independent Chinese 
it was a question either of badcing their independent Judgment of the steps that 
needed to be taken toward creating a working democracy within China, or of paying 
financial tribute to the Kuomintang, which sometimes tends to bo autocratic, and 
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•'not infrequently spurns advica from Chinese abroad at the same time that it 
demands their financial contributions# 


"In the specific setting of An»rica> it is the independent small 
businessman — like the laundryman rather than the Tory few wealthy merchants 
who most conspicuously maintain this tradition of political independence# In 
America* some of the most wealthy indiAri-duals are either committed to '^og_. 
Chln g-wei and his puppet Japanese party or at least are hedging until they have 
a'Better idea of how the war is finally goins to turn out* 


"In the circumstances we have to be extremely careful about our Chinese; 
personnel* "While we need to avoid recruiting any Chinese Communists we must be 
careful not to be freight ened out of hiring people who have loosely been accused 
of being Communists# We have to be at least equally careful of not hiring people 
who are pipelines to the Wang Ching-wei or to one or other of the main factions , 
within the Kuomlntang* After all, as an American Government agency we should 
deal with the Chinese Governnient or regular agencies of the Chinese Government, 
but should not get in the position of committing ourselves to the Kuomintang, 

the political party which controls the Chinese Government, as if it were itself 

tho Chinese Government* You will recognize the importance of this preposition 
and the delicacy which it requires on the operational level* 

"for our purposes, it is wise to recruit as many unafflliated Chinese 

as we can, to pick people whose loyalty will be reasonably assured on the one 

hand by the salaries which we pay them and on the other hand by the fact that 
they do not receive salariesybr subsidies from somewhere else# 

"UrJ'x^i and Mr*'<(Jhew'^ng, both of our New York office, conform ex- 
cellently to th^e requirements* Vj** Chi I have known for many years* Until 
his family estates were occupied by the Japanese, he was a wealtl^ landlord* He ; 
was brought up in the older scholastic tradition in China, before the spread of 
modern western education, but at the same time he is keenly interested in the 
national unification of China and the orderly development of a stable political 
organization there* I know by long experience that he is anything but a Communist 
I also know that because of his seniority, his background of independent wealth, 
and his superior mentality he is not a man to be pushed around by party bureau- 
crats# Chew Hong is a much younger man, but one whom Dr, Chi trusts and of whose 
integri.ty he is convinced.

BAKMifTE stated that on March 28, 1950^ the 
day following his interview with agents of the New York Office, which 
was reported to Bureau,,^ teletype of fiarch 28, he was contacted 
telephonicaHy ^ by ''BIII/’!N;JHITB.

With further reference to IHIITS, he commented that he, 

BARMTNE, had reviewed LATTIMORE*S "Book" at the time it was presented to 
Readers Digest for condensation and possible publication. BARMINE said 
that he "succeeded in killing it" and Readers Digest did not publish the 
condensation. He indicated that WIITE was associated with him in this 
Incident and said that he had told VfHITS "and some other associates in 
the publishing business" of what he had been told byNtJ^EIN with regard 
to LATTIMORE and the IPR. WHITE, when he called, told^RMIJE that he had, 
some weeks previous to the call, met one^^'*^^SHER" fph.) at a party and 
t-oXcl him of vhSL't BARMIT'TE had l^old. hiiu sonie ysars previously re^^i*d.ing 
LATTIMORE. Soon thereafter "KISHER" approached WHITE and told him that 
he was either a friend of Senator I'c Carthy or was connected with his 
recent Investigative activities; BAR!-0!NE was not just sure how "KISHER" 
identified his relationship to MCCARTHY to WHITE. "KISHER" further told 
WHITE that MCCARTHY would lilte very much to talk to BARMINE hut had 
been unable to locate him and did not know wliere he lived or was einployed. 
vrniTE asked BARMINE if he would mind WIITE giving this information to 
"KISHER". BARI'HNE said he told WHITE that he did not desire that MCCARTHY 
be advised as to his whereaboutc; that what information he had was un- 
corroborated and was already known to MCCARTHY, he apparently having been 
told by "KISHER" . WHITE promised BARMIT'TE that he would not advise "KISHER" . 
However, the following evening BAKIINS was tclephonically contacted at 
the VOA by one "SURINE", whoohe subsequently came to know as "DON" or 
"D0NALai3)IRINE" , 


Over the phone SURINE Identified himself to BARMINE as

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"tielng from the United States Senate" and said he wanted to talk to 
BARMIHE. BARMINE told him that he was very busy; that he had another 
appointment that evening, and did not really have the time to see SURIH E. 
BARMINE asked SHRINE if he could tell him over the phone as to just why 
he wanted to see him, but SURINE said that it could not be discussed 
telephonlcally. As BARMINS still remonstrated against seeing SURINE, 
the latter finally told him that he did not want to ask him any questions 
but rather, "I want to state something to you". At this point BARMINE 
thought that possibly SURINE had a subpoena for him and had used the 
pretext of wanting to see him as an opportunity Of serving him with such. 

He, therefore, asked SURINE to come to his office in the VGA which 
SURINE did, and then he and SURINE went to a nearby Schraffts bar. 

BARMINE commented that he was very sorry that he had not taken someone 
with him to meet SURINE in view of what occurred. 

BARMINE said SURINE opened the conversation with some 
remark to the effect that he "had worked on me in Baltimore" when he was 
in the FBI. Re then told BARMINE that he was representing MCCARTHY; that 
they were aware of the statements BARMINE had made relative to LATTIMORE 
and the IPR, and that they wanted BARMINE to put these into the form of an 
affidavit. EARj'flNE said that SURINE did not say he was frcm the FBI hut 
he definitely did Indicate in his manner and comments that what information 
they had had come from the FBI. He said that SURINE, apparently to 
emphasize his connection vdlth the FBI, had displayed to him a "pin" 
or a "medal" which indicated how isany years he had been with the FBI, 

BARMINE said that he immediately told SURINE that he would 
make no affidavit, that he did not appreciate the manner in which SURINE 
had approached him, and he wanted nothing further to do with the matter. He

On, BARMINE thinks, Thursday, March 30th, the newspapers 
carried the story to the effe<’!^ tbab be, BAKOTJS, "had made an affidavit" 
regarding LATTIMORE. Apparently as a result of this, EARI'UNE '.rats summoned 
to the office of his "VO/fcHIEF" and questioned concerning the matter. 
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MStUNK said that he told his chief the whole story and 
further told him definitely that he had given no affidavit and thus 
if McCarthy had one as he claimed, it was a forgery. His Chief asked 
him if he had told his information to the FTI *'nd BAEMIKE said that he had. . 
The Superior then asked specifically if he, BARMINE, had mentioned 
JO SEPH BA RI^.and OWEN LATTIMORE to the FBI by name^ to idilch BARMINE 
replied that he had. BARMINE commented that his Superior asked this 
latter question more or less in the idea of "softening the thing", that 
is BARiuIiE's action in nEiming BARNES and LATTItSjRE. However, BARMINE 
said he explained to his Superior that he had definitely named these 


individuals as he had received the information from BERZI N, he believed 
it to be true, and he definitely felt that It was "my duty" to so inform the 
FBI. The following day, torch 31st, BARMINE talked to E UGENE LYOI ^. 

LYONS told BARMIKE that SURINE, after leaving BARMINE, had come to "Lyon's 
place", told the latter of his visit to BARMINE, said that BARMINE had 
made statements to him but would not sign an affidavit. He then' 
proceeded to "use LYONS' typewriter to type up "an affidavit" which contained 


LYONS and asked the latter if he had heard BARMINE make the statements, 
as contained in the supposed affidavit, aforementioned. LYONS said that 
he had. SURINE then, according to what BARMINE was told by LYONS, got 
the latter to sign this paper to that effect. BARIUNE said that he 
"berated LYONS for his action and told him that he should have known better; 
that he should have known that If he was willing to make such remarks "to 
SURINE he would have been willing to sign an affidavit to that effect. 
BARMINE said that he understood, partly from LYONS and in part from the 




His purpose in contacting the New York Office, BARMINE 
continued, was to advise first that any affidavit allegedly signed or made out 
by him was a forgery and that any statements made by SURINE to the effect 
that he, BARIdNE, had spoke to him, or told him, anything regarding 
LATTIi'lORE, BARNES, the IPR, or related matters, would be perjury on the 
part of SURINE. FURTHER, BARMINE said that if he was ever confronted with this 
supposed affidavit he would not hesitate to identify it as a forgery and

BARMINE, then, if possible, he would like to have MCCARTHY made aware 
of the fact that the affidavit was a forgery and of the tactics utilized by 
investigators representing him.

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the Bureau was not in the position of relaying messages to Senator 
McCarthy and that if he desired that this information be made available 
to McCarthy he should do so himself. 


BARMINE was further advised that SURIHE had no connection 
with the FBI in this or any other matter at this time; that he 
was not a Special Agent of the FBI, and was not securing Information for.

apprehensive that if this affidavit was made available to the Bureau
